The 
bullet lodged in the Constable s clavicular region and , 
although the wound started bleeding profusely the 
Constable did not loosen his grip on the culprit.

Statement of services for which the decoration 
has been awarded . - On January 29, 1953, Jamadar 
Benjamin Prazer was selected for confidential duty 
of a hazardous nature to follow up certain information 
received about a terrorist K . V . Muralidhar Rao alias 
Gattepalli Murall. This terrorist was an Area Com 
mander, who had once before escaped from Sangareddi 
Jall and committed heinous crimes such as murder , 
arson and loot in the districts of Karimnagar, Medak 
and Adilabad. He was a terror to the countryside 
and , even after the cessation of terrorist activities, he 
was going about armed and extorting money from the 
villagers. He was evading arrest with the 
help of his agents. Jamadar Prazer , acting 
under instructions, moved under the guise of an 
Oll - Engine Mechanic in Dubbapalli village, with 
out arousing suspicion . On the evening of 
February 3 , 1953 , the wanted terrorist accom 
panied by an accomplice visited the house of a villager. 
While the terrorist was inside the house , the Jamadar 
took position by the side of the door and , when the 
former came out, he sprang op him to effect his 
arrest. The accomplice who was with the terrorist, 
dealt a blow with a lathi on the back of the Jamadar 
and the latter fell down . The terrorist picked up a 
stone and hurled it at the Jamadar, but he avoided 
it and fired Ave rounds with his revolver at the 
terrorist. One round hit him below the hip and he 
fell down . His accomplice ran away . The Omcer 
caught the terrorist and secured him with his dhoti. 
Subsequently , with the help of the villagers, he 
arranged for his removal to Karimnagar . Jamadar 
Benjamin Prazer displayed commendable courage, 
resourcefulness and devotion to duty of a high order.
